WOMEN'S WORK UPHELD 
BY REPUBLICAN SOLONS 

SeTenty>flve Ikouiud Appropriated 
To Hake Bueae In Lab^ 
DeputBent Femoeat. 

Washington, June 30. In order that 
the 12,000,0UU women engaged in In- 
dustry may be benefited, the Republt- 
ofu party Just before it adjourned 
placed upon the atatute book* a law 
prartdlng for the maintenance of a 
permanent women's bureau in the De- 
partment of Labor 

"We approiiiiate a good deal iiicr.' 
for the hog cholera, the boll weevil 
and all auob things, annd it seems to 
me We ought to take care of the wom- 
en who are employed," said Senator 
Kehyon, chairman of the Labor com- 
mittee. In explanation of his bill. 

"This Is a bureau to study the prot>- 
leniB of Hoiiun wage earners. The 
thought of the wuiiien iii llitit tl\l9 leg- 
IslatlOD will give the bureau a sta'us 
and a dignity and a atandlng which Ih 
in keeplns with their rights and con- 
ditions In the country, Representa- 
tlTOi were at the hearings who claimed 
that they spoke for 9,000,000 women in 
this country. The Woman's Voter's 
League, wliicli has a trmeendous mem- 
bership, were represented and they 
felt that It would give the women an 
adrantage to have the bureau made 
permanent" 

Senator Kenyon was interrupted by 
a declaration that the children's bu- 
reau had started out with an appropri- 
ation of $26,000 each year and that It 
had run up to $iuo.ii"ii a year. 

"Does the Senator think," retorted 
Kenyon, "that the work the children's 
bureau is doing tor the children of the 
country can be eetbnated in money? 
We appropriate a good deal more for 
the bog cholera, the boll weerll and 
all such things and It aeems to be we 
ought to take care of the children. 

"The women's bureau will cost $75,- 
000 a year In explanation of the bill 
let mo quote the lanpuage of the bill, 
which says: 'It shall be the duty of 
said bureau to formulate standards 
and policies which shall promote the 
welfare of wage-earning women, im- 
prove their working conditions, in- 
crdise {heir efficiency, and advance 
ttheir opportunities for profltable em- 
ployment." 

"That is the kernel of the bill 
anything they can do to promote the 
welfare of wage-earning women. Here 
are some of the things they have 
worked out: The question of seats in 
industrial establishments, where there 
are thousands of women working; the 
qi)eStion of tolleels, cjI' s:iniliilion, of 
rest rooms, of iiimkiiur fucllitieR; 
guarding anfin.ii il.inKcrous machin- 
ery; protection against dust; fire 
escapes, and hundreds of other things 
which enter int othe welfare of the 
wafe-eeming women. 

"this bureau has made atndies at 
the request of various States, for in- 
stance, a study on wai;es and condi- 
tions of candy makers in I'lilladelplila ; 
also as t(j 111.' riKlii iioiir dilv in Fed- 
eral and slate leglHlation ; night work 
for women in various factories : 'voni- 
en in the government service. They 
fflMe a special inveatigatlon of the 
wdge-eamlng women In the tnetorlee 
In Bridgeport, Conn. They also made 
a Mmlltf Investigation at the request 
of the state of Virginia as to the hours 
aai oondltions of work for women In 
in4ustnes in Vlr^iiiia. That is the 
general line of work which they have 
been doing Tiiey have nott had very 
large appropriation I snthe past up to 
this time; 1 think they has bad only 
144.000. The general pnrpoee of the 
bill Is to help lu all the problems that 
ttat ateet at laaat 12.ooo,ooo wage- 
eamlng women In this couuirj

utool taws relating to fourth class 
cities will be discussed at a meeting 
of county school superintendents of 
fourth class cities to Ijo heUl horo Sat- 
urday, July 17, at the call of Superin- 
tendent of Pnblio Initruotlon CWorge 

COlTiO. 

One feature of the new law prorldes 
that teaohera in fourth class cities 
unit have a certlllcate oqulvalent to a 
■tate certificate. This certificate may 
be aeeured through the City Board of 
Bduoatlon or by svcciul fxannnutloii. 

In order to secure a state certlllcate 
a teacher must have a high school edu- 
cation. Teachers without any certlfl- 
oatea at all have been tacblng in fourth 
elan dties and in the future Superin- 
tendent Colvin says the law must be 
complied witli n'^ai iiiii gteacher's cer- 
tificates Otiier tuatures of the law 
Will be dlwutssd.

WaaUngtoa, July IS^In praaentlng 
their application tor freight rate in- 
creases, the railroads have contended 

before tlio Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Jl, 117,000,000 was necessary 
to advance their income to the six per 
cent, basts permitted by the new 
transportation net 

Shippers and state oommlaaions 
have generally agreed that some ad- 
vanoud wcie necessary, but they op- 
posed both the total and the method of 
applloatlon. 

Passenger ratea, the carriers pro 
posed, would be left unohanged and 
their program of advances, applicable 
over the country did not take into ac- 
count any wage incr e uea made by the 
railroad labor board. 

The advancea as propoaed were: 

Baatem roads — 80.4 par cent, to 
yield an advance in all revenues of 
21.1 per cent., or $544,000,000. 

Western roads —28.9 per cent to ad- 
vance all revenvea 17 per cent, or 
1352,888,000. 

Southern roada — S0.6 per cent to 
provide 20.7 per omt larger revenue, 
or 1120,770,000. (This Includes Ken- 
tucky.) 

Apart from these advances, thirty- 
eight roads in the Southwest asked 
separate treatment from the Western 
classification, and a rate increase of 

S2.8 per cent.
